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DETAILED ACTION 

The election of Group I, claims 369-400 and 410-417 is noted. Upon further review, the 
following election of species of the elected Group is required: 
Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

1 and 11 which relate to the internal and external electrode structures, respectively.
